Evening.

■by «xpramtfiir lurifrisa that pur 

supposed advanced) state of society, 

such a subject as divorce should re- 
ceive attention — and propounded 
the opinion that this condition proved 
that our present ciTlUzation was de- 
teriorating. He dwelt upon the vari- 
ous aspects of divorce — legal, moral 
and ethical. He also' differentiated 
between the t«rms marriage and 
matrimony, concluding with a quota- 
tion from tho Bible attributed to 
Christ: "Whom God hath Joined, let 
no man put asunder." 

Walsh, leader of the negative, 
opened his address by stating his be- 
lief that the burden of proof rested 
wiith the affirmative, who had so far 
begged the question and given no 
substitute for divorce. The subject 
was one of great delicacy, and one 
which admitted of no compromise. 
In the olden days, afflictions, moral 
and physical, were regarded as neces- 
sary evils; but nowadays physical 
dlHease.i were arrested by tho growth 
!af medicine; similarly, moral can- 
cers, as Instance unhappy married 
life, which was formerly tolerated, 
should be now removed by legislation. 
His closing thoughts wore to the ef- 
fect that divorce was In every way 
preferable to an pnhappy iinion. 

Perrault continued the argiiraent 
for the affirmative, giving statistics 
to show the ever widening spiherc of 
divorce which thrûatenod to en«ulf 
present social systems in à wreck of

Quocns and Varsity had a game to play in Toronto which 
if the Tri-Color won would have given tbe cbamplonablp to McGill and If 
Toronto were \1ctorious a tie would result. Varalty had defeated Queens jp .. 
earlier in the seaaon in Kingston. The general opinion of the football ■» rospcctive 
entbuslaiits at each University was that Toronto ought to win handily. As 
a matter of fact, tho jratnc was most closely contested. Varsity won it 
eventually by puiilni, Jack Maynard, hero of many great football Rames, 
into tho match In thi- la^t quarter. The thraoHiuarter time score was 3 
ami It looke<l a.<« if a play-off might not be naceaaary after all. However, 
.tfaynard'a presence on the field awnnir the pendulum Varalty*! way and 
they secured a touchdown which gave them th» right to meet McOlll In s 
play-off. ,

Ihe decidlnir ;;ame thai year was played In Uttawa. Tbe choice of 
ihe Capital as the ecene of this game waa made at a nioeting of tbe League 
held In Ottawf. The arrangementa and accommodation were moat aatla- 
factory to all concerned. McGlll won the game by the acore ot 14-3 on 
Nov. I6tb. Lireo crowda of aupportera of both {earns were on hand, all 
those students tr(\m .McGlll who were present being granted their attend- 
ance at Ihe Saturday morning lectures. Ottawa le one of tbe best sport- 
iniT towns in Canada and every ciUsen who could procure a.aeat waa prê- 
tent at the game. The different eluba procured .a large atim aa their 
share of (he gate recelpta. 

In 1914 McOlll lott their game agalnat Varalty In Toronto after having 
defeated the Blue and White In Montifeal. That year McGlll had yet one 

game in play with Queens In Montreal to finish the schedule. This game 
reaultrd In a decisive win for the Red and White. On the evening of the 
game Gave, of Toronto, and Paisley, of McGill, toiwed a coin to decide 
whether the play-off neceaaary should be held In Toronto or Montreal, and 
Gage won, tha deciding game going to Toronto, when the executive of the 
League ratified the choice of the two captatna. The play-off that year 
waa probably the most thrilling game of football ever played. Varsity 
scored touchdowns and McGlll one, all In the last five minutes of the game

very much handicapped by having to forego practice on the campus, which 
wap frozen solid for the week before the game.

Varalty refuiA to make any statement as to their 
wlahea In the matter. Some of the Press bave been prophesying as to 
where Ibia game will Uke place. One report from Toronto ataUs that 
if It was to come to Montreal, the game would be played at tbe M.Â.A.A. 
grounds. This is silly. When Vaarrlty won tho toss in 1914, there was 
no question but that the game would be staged at the University Stadium, 
^nd cerUlnly, If the game came here It would be at tbe Perclval Molfon 
Memorial Stadium.

What are the prospects of oil in this 
region? They are almost removed from 
the sphere of prédiction to that of 
certainty. 

OcologlKtN and (illnu-n have long rc- 
coKOlzod line] nfrrepfl upon the similarity 
ot the Wyoming and Montana forma 
tlonï with thono of Alberta. With the 
brlnglnif In of the .Montana gushers 
Immediately south of the Alberta 
boundarj". oH has now been proved 
from . Wyoming almost up to the 
Intern.illonal boundary. The cil In two 
great producing MonUna wells (tho 
Frantx and the Decker-0>Uln«) un- 
doubtedly originated from the Devonian 
formations which extend tjiroughout 
the whole of the vasi (>inadian territory 
to the north up to the newly proven 
field in the far Northwest.

Tho majority of the pub'ic 
men of Canada to-day, in fact, prac- 
tlcjilly every one of them, have high 
ideals, and are honestly striving to 
do their best f&r the counitry. The 
speaker concluded Ay reference to the 
club and Its value. 

Mr. Honey, the first president the 
club ever had, gave a brief sketch of 
11» origin and first function in the 
grill room of the Union in the days 
before the war. 

After a fow' more selections by the 
Orchestra. Harold Lloyd appeared on 
the screen and gave the members a 
happy halt-hour by his antics In 
"High and Dizzy," which by kindness 
of the secretary of the club, A. S.

This evidence In recent years has 
attracted the attention of the biggest 
oil Interests In the world. 

As a result, we have at September of 
this yf^r. a list of 24 locations where 
drilUnK Is actually in proi^ross through, 
out Western Canada, not Including 
piKht in the Coastal dlstrltt. 

That Canada will. In the com- 
paratively near future, become an 
important contributor to the world's 
oil. supply is, we ^^efore contend, a 
foregone concltief

A Band of Drifters. 

I was not alone in the noni.'iillc life 
that I leil. There -Kcrn hundreds of us 
driftinfr about In this r.i.shlon from 
one melancholy haliltatloii to another. 
We llvotl as R rule two or threo in a 
house, sometimes alone. We dined in 
the l»aafnn'nt. We always had hoef. 
on the table. They used to have a 
brand of aoda biscuits In those days in 
Toronto boarding houses that I have 
not seen since. They were better than 
dog biscuits but with not so much 
snap. My contemporaries will all re- 
member them. A great many of the 
leading barristers and professional 
men of Toronto were fed on them. 

In the life wc led we had practically 
no opixirtunltlea for association on a 
larKe Ncale, no eoinmon rooms, no 
reading rooms, nollilnc We never 
saw the magazines,— personally I 
didn't even know the names of thetn. 
The only Interchange of ideas wo over 
got waa by going over to the Caer 
Howell Hotoll on University Avenue 
and interchanging them there. 

I mention these melancholy details 
not for their own sake but merely to 
emphasize the point that when I speak 
of students' dormitories, and the 
larger lite which they offer, I speak 
ot what I know. '■ 

It we liad at Toronto, when I was a 
student the ' kind of dormitories 
and dormitory life that they have 
at Hai-vard, I don't think I would ever 
have graduated, rd have been there 

Just Waking Up. 

The trouble is that tho fniversitips 
on our Continunt are only Ju.st wak- 
insr up to the idea of what a Univer- 
sity Nhould mean. They were, very 
largely. Instituted and organized with 
the idea that a university was a place 
whore young men were -sent to absorb 
the contents ot books and to listen to 
lectures in the classrooms. The stu- 
dent was pictured as a pallid crcaturo 
burning what was called thu "mid- 
night oil," his wan face bent over his 
desk. If you wanted to do eomethlng 
for him you gave, him a book; If you 
wanted to do something really largo 
on his behalf you gave him a whole 
basketful of them. If you wanted to 
go still further and bo a real iiencfa tor 
to the College at large, you endowed a 
competitive scholarship and set two 
or moro pallid students working them- 
selves to death to get it. 

That, as I see it, was about the idea 
and theory of the Canadian Univer- 
sities aa they used to be. In the course 
of time and through the plain teach- 
ing of circumstances, wo have been 
gottlnc away from that Ideu. We nro 
beginning to seo that th<» text book 
and the class room arc but a. port of 
the student's life. If they are taken 
by themselves. In unUUuti-d doses, ^hfV 
prohi'Liy do more harm than gaod. 
They not only injure the students' 
health but they impair his mind. True 
educutlon cannot be achieved: after this 
foahion, by shovelling, in .. information. 
The most that this can ever give, is 
erudition and pedantry, never capa- 
city and genuine acquirement. The 
typical product of It is the college 
pedant possessed of a stomach-full of 
fact but with a mind the slr.o of a 
peanut and the outlook o' a child. 
What His Hopes Aro. 

Tho real process of education con- 
sists (as the derivation of the word 
Implies) in bringing out of the mind tho 
Inborn capacity that is in It. I think 
that Horace said something ot this 
sort before. But' there is no harm in 
saying it'ovcr again. 

Since ttie melancholy days of which I 
speak, I have had tho experience of 
nearly a quarter of a century of post 
graduate work and of university teach- 
ing. It is a noble prufeuslon, and, with 
tho continued aid of ttià Uovernors of 
McQlU University, I hope to have an- 
other quarter of a century of It at 
least before I hang up my mortar board 
and sink into the arms of rhe trustees 
of the Carnegie Pension Fund. But as 
a college teacher 1 have long since 
realized that the most Uiat the teacher, 
as. such, can. do for 'the student is a 
very limited matter." The real thing 
for. the. student, 1» the life and envlran- 
nient that surrounds him. Ail that he 
really learns be learns In a sense, by 
the active operation of his own intel- 
lect and not as tho passive recipient of 
lectures. And for this active operation 
what he needs most Is the continued 
and Intimate contact wltli his fellows. 
Students must live togottter and eat 
together, talk and smoke together. 
How the Mind Qnows. 

Experience aliowa that that is how 
their minds really grow. And they 
must live together In a rational iand 
eomforUble way. They miist eat in' à 
big dining room or hall, with oak beams 
across the celling, and the stained glass 
In the windows and with a shield or 
tablet here and there upon the wall, to 
remind them between times of the men 
who went before thom and left a name 
worthy of the memory of the college. 
If a student is to get from his college 
what It ought to give him. a college 
dormitory with the life In common that 
It brings, is his absolute right. A uni- 
versity that- falla: to give it to bim is 
cheating him. 

If I were founding a University — and 
I say it with all tho seriousness ot 
which I am capable (jnai think uf that) 
— I would found first a smoking room; 
then when I had a little more money In 
hand I would found a dormitory; then 
after that, or more properly with that. | 
a decent reading room and a library. { 
After that, if I still had money over that 
I couldn't use. I would hire a professor 
and get some text books. |

"Fell into Paradise.' m the' 
jnhape of a free library. Fond of 
' particularly stories of adven- 

ture, London soon acquired their spell 
' to bis nomadic vein, and after n few 
years of Irregular schooling In Oak- 
land, ho (rained the consent of his 
family to leave home, and at tho bko 
of 15 became a pupil of San Fran- 
cisco's water front school of training. 
Living a hardy existence amonn the 
mariiie population, he worked as 
salmon fisher, oyster pirate and as a 
member of the fish patrol. After two ' 
years of this life ho became Inter- 1 
cfited In the sea stories ot his marl- 
time friends, and when 17 boarded a 
whaler and sailed to Japan, and 
thence to the waling grounds off the 
north Russian coast. Returning to 
San Francisco he spent bis Ume in 
that city. 

RcBtlessnesB overcame him and he 
"Hit the trail" over the United States 
and Canada. After a trip of varying 
experiences he returned to California 
and settled down to study. Working 
bis way through high school for two 
years, he finally entered the Uni- 
versity of California. Academic 
study not appealing to his ideas of 
learning he Joined the Klondike rtish 
In the fall of '97. A year's profitless 
tramping through the Alaskan pnows, 
and an existence spent in illness, be 
returned borne upon receiving word 
of the death of his father. 

Using as material the adventures of 
his early life of travel London began 
to write. Success came slowly, but 
with the acceptance of his stories by 
the reading public, he determined to 
further explore the world. Accord- 
ingly be sot out for London and there 
studied the slum conditions of that 
city. On his newly acquired luuneli, 
the " Snark," he sailed the South Seas, 
studying and writing of the inhabit- 
ants of the Islands be encountered. 

The stories of London are gripping, 
strong talcs of life. In many iii- 
stancoe the stories were taken from 
his own experiences while travelling. 
An indivldualletic style is his, formed 
by the character of his living, swifi, 
narrative In the telling. 

I.K)ndon died in 1916 while llvlnR on 
his beautiful California r.anch. His 
life spent on this ranch Is told in his 
own Btory, "The Valley of the Moon." 

Among the. most popular of his 
novels are : " The Call of the Wild." 
" The Sea Wolf," " Burning Daylight," 
"John Barleycorn," "The Valley ot 
the Moon," "Talcs of the Fish Pa- 
trol, "The Cruise ot the 'Snark,'" 
and bis " South Sea Tales." Many of 
these otirrtng tales have been recent- 
ly fllmed, and are playing throughout 
the' country.
